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whole, atid directions were accordingly given thet the exemp- 
aed named in the military code of the State shonld be al- 
owed. 

The exemptions from conscription, provided by Congress, 
were observed for the reason that they were conferred on 
citizens whoee occupations, in the decision of Congress, were 
essential to enable the Confederate government to carry on 
the war with efficiency, and with due regard to the necesei- 
ties of the people of the States. In this light, the exemptions 
detlared may be regarded as pertaining as much to the war 
poliey of the government, as the conscription of troops, The 
ariny in the field can be provided for, and sustained, only by 
the claswes at home, who are employed in occupations which 
furnish equipments und subsistence ; neither can be dispensed- 
with while the war continues. Besides, as the exemption By- 
Congress on account of occupation is forfeited by an abandon- 
ment of the occupation, in which event the person becomes 
liable to immediaie enrollment asa conseript, ii would seem. 
that a forcible withdrawal by the State of the citizen from his 
occupation, for military service for six months, might not only 
deprive the government of the benefits expected from the pro- 
secation of his trade, but subject the citizen £o the hazard of 
conscription, In either view of the question, a disregard by- 
Ho State Executive of the exemption policy of the Confeder- 
ate government, which is seeking io devote all the combined. 
resources of the States for a successful prosecution of the war, 
would occasion antagonism between the State and Confeder-. 
ate governments, which might tend to embarrass both, rather 
than strengthen the military power of either. i 

hile, in the execution of the draft, the exemptions declar. . 
ed by the military code of the State and the Acts of e is 
were recognized and respected, those citizens whe n. 
liable to conscription but had received discharges from Con- 
federate service, by reason of substitution, were held amena- 
ble to the draft as militia of the State. How many citizengof 
this class there are in the State, I have no means of ascertain- 
E with any approach tof&ccuracy ; but it is generally believ- 
ed that they number several thousand. Many of them, owing 
to past services rendered in the Confederate army, and other 
causes which have induced them to purchase substitutes, have 
esteemed the requisition made upon them for service in the 
militia as a hard demand, and ure reluctant to respond ; while. 
many others not only doubt, but deny the authority of the- 
State to command their services as militia, or to tern them 
over as such to be employed by the President for the local. 
defense of the State. While fully conceding the hardship of- 

£* 
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this obligalion, in many in&iances, ihe Excoutive can look 
only do he law as tbe guide to his official acte, and firmly 
tread the path of detr, regardless of the personal convenience 
of the citizen. The opinions which question the liability of 
this class of cixers as militia, I am persuaded have sprang 
from a misapprehension cf the constitution and laws of both 
the Staie amd Confederate governmenis, — 

The militia ik a military organisation pertaining to the 
States. It is the army of the States : and as an army may be 
commanded either by the Governors of the States respective 
ly. wr by the President of tie Confederate States, The States 
im the oxerciac of their own sovereignty. give form or body 
to tia army, aud, afier it is so Zormoed or ombodied, Congress 
may proride the mode of ite organization and discipline, the 
Sister retaining the right to supply the officers. This is the 
e íi between the States. The Confederate Constitution . 
confers on Congress tie power "io provide for orranizing, 

ing aad disciplimiag the militia, abd ior governing such 
part of them as may be exiploxed im tho service of the Con 
fe&erate States 2 reserving to tie States respectively the ap- 
pointment of the oMiccrs. and the antLority of training ihe 
màlitia according io the discipline prescribed by Congress." 
if the Congress fail to provide fcr their orgumizution and dis- 
igdine, the States may crcanize them, as they have repeated- 
iv dowe. by their own legislative cnactmenis. Baki the power 
io organize anc discipline the militia, vonigrred upon Can- 
press, does mot carry WHEL it the power to declare what class 
of aRizeus shall constitute abd iori the body of the militia. 
Nor has Congress ever claimed the right ia exercise such a 
power. Ii ic one of the sovereign powers reserved to the 
Sisies. It iz, too. a legislative power, aud, bv the constitution 
of the State of Alabama. is vested in her General Assembly. 
The General Assembly aloac can determine who shall and who 
shali mot compose an integral part of the body of the militia 
of the State. Whether a citizen is or is not Hable to militia 
dury within the limits of the State of Alabama ip, thereiore, a 
question to be decided by ite law of ghe State, and the State 
law i» 190 plain for misconstracuon. Tho military code of ike 
State declares that “ihe militia of the Stato of AMiabama shali 
canisi of cack and every irce able-bodied white mala citizen 
resident therein, who is or sheli be of the age of eighteon 
years and urder the age of forty-Sve years, except those herc- 
inaier cuumeraied,” éc. What classes are enumerated as 
te it it needieas Lere to repeat. but itis important to 

nets and sisie. that those wae may have received a release or 
discharge from Confederate service are not among the num 
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ber enumerated as exempt. AH citizens of the State, there 
fore, between the ages specified, who have not been with- 
^ drawm or are not claimed by a paramount law of. Congress, or 
exempted from military service, are linble under the State 
law to militia duty. And it thus follows that those who have 
pluced substitutes in the Confederate army under the con- 
steipt law of Congress, und have obtained for themeelves. à 
discharge under that law, ure remitted to their original pom- 
tion, rights and duties as citizens of the State, and while they 
claim its benefit and protection, they owe to it the reciprocal 
duty of military service, when called out as militia for its de- 
iense, i ` 
But it is said that, conceding the liability of this clase of 
citizens to militia duty, when called for by the Governor of 
Alabama, they cannot be turned over to the President for Con- 
federate service within the limits of the State. This objec- 
tion is easily answered. The constitution of the Confederate 
States, in the Sth section of the first article, and 12th para- 
zraph, confers on Congress the power “ To raise and. support 
armies,” and in. the 15th- paragraph confers the power “To 
provide for calling forth the militia to execute the jaws of the 
Confederate States, suppress insurrection and repel inve- 
sions.” Under these two separate and distinct grants of power, 
the Provisional Congress, m the first section of the * Act to 
provide for the public defense," approved Bth of March, 1861, 
enacted 5 That in order to provide speedily forces to repel in- 
vasion, maintain the rightful possession of the Confederate 
States of America im every portion of territory belonging to 
each State, and to secure the publie tranguility and independ- 
cnee against threatened assault, the President be and he is 
lierebv authorized to emplov the militia, the military and 
riaval forces of the Confederate States,” &c. The second sec- 
tion of the Aci provides that “ The militia, when called into 
service by virtue of this Act or any other. Act, if, in the opin- 
ion of the President, the public interest requires, may be eom-. 
pelled to serve for a term not exceeding six months after they 
shall be mustered inio service, nnles& sooner discharged." 
Under this law of Congress, the President-has made the re- 
quisition on the State of Alabama for seven thousand militia, 
for six months service, to repel an invasion of the State. Tt. 
will thus be seen that the President. has the power to employ 
the militia of Alabama for the time and for the purpose ape- 
cified in the call made by him on the State. ` ae 
Under the: power “to raise and support armies” Congress. 
n seed thé conscript law, which applied to all residents in the 
onfederate States who fell within its provisions, and it took 
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away all those citizens embraced in it who were, by the State 
law, embodied in the militia. But when the claim of the Gon 
federate government has been met by substitution, and the 
citizen, wha has been temporarily withdrawn from the militia, 
is relegred and discharged, he is. restored to his original status 
iu the militia, and as such militiaman is as much liable to ser- 
vice on the call of the President for the militia, wader the law 
of Congress, as he is liable to service on the order of the Gov- 
ernor ander the law of the State. - 

. Owing to the remoteness of mgny of the militia officers from 
the Capitol, the number of vacancies in the regimental and 
vompany organizations, and the apparent want of familiarity 
with the military code, and the true import of military orders, 
in connection with the irregularities and delays of mail com- 
munication, but few meagre returns, in response to the orders 
tor the enrollment and draft, have reached the office of the 
Adjutant General. It is not vet known how many have volun- 
teered. nor the number who have been drafted. Sufficient in- 
formation, however, has been reeeived to show that a very 
small proportion of the number called for by the President 
wre ready to respond. How the remainder shall be raised is a 
question submitted for your determination, though it is diffi- 
cult te conceive how it can be done except by a reorganiza- 
tion and enlargement of the militia of the State. 

dn my message to the extra session of fhe General Assem- 
bir, convened in October last, I called their attention io the 
disorganized condition of the militia, and urged additional 
legislation, to give strength and efficiency to the military power 
the State. tIn that communication I stated that— 

. * Bv the military code of the State it is provided that ‘the 
militia of the State of Alabama shall consist of each and every 
free able-bodied white male citizen resident therein, who is or 
shall be. of the age of eighteen vears, and under the age of 
forty-five vears” "The Conscript Act, of sixteenth of Baie 
-ealls for all of this class below the age of thirty-five years, an 
the recent extension of the Act embraces all the remainder 
above tliat age. Thus, the whole body of the State militia is 
absorbed, and we are left with a naked organization merely, 
and with militia oficere without men to command. Emergen- 
cies may oceur which will require the active service in the . 
field of every inan in the State capable of bearing arms, There 
are 4 number within the State who have furnished substitutes 
in the Confederate army. This does not relieve them from 
their obligation to render military service to the State. There 
may be others who have been omitted by the enrolling officers 
of the Confederate States, or who have evaded the just re- 
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quirements of that government, :Persongsof foreign bixth,do- 
miciled within the State, who have been protected by its laws 
in their persons and property» who-haye.amassed wealth and 
made investments in real and personal estate, or who have par- 
ticipated in elections for the administration of State and muni- 
cipal dffairs, are, by the Jaws of nations, amenable to military 
service for the local defense, -All these may be embraced in 
‘the State militias I therefore submit that a reorganization of 
the militia of the State is indispensable, and I recommend that 
the military code be so amendéd as to embrace, as militia, all 
able-bodied male citizens of.the State above the age of sixteen 
and under the age of sixty years, who may may not be setu- 
ally engaged inthe Confederate service. : I commend also to 
your consideration, the propriety of encouraging the formation 
of volunteer companies, both of infantry and cavalry, and &nch 
additional legislation as, in your wisdom, may be deemed best 
calculated to strengthen the military arm.of the State." - 
The General Assembly, neither during the extra nór the suc- 
ceeding regular session, matnred any plan for the improvement 
of the militia, or to increase the military power of the Gov- 
urnor.. The present condition of the. State, daily exposed in 
apparent helplessness for the want. of an efficient military ør- 
ganization for its own protection, only confirms me in the gon- 
- viction entertained as to the propriety of the recommendations _ 
heretofore submitted, and qned again renew them, and res- 
peet£nlly urgo them upon your consideration. SUCCES 
- By the constitution of the State, the Governor is made tho 
commander-in-chief of the militia, and is vested with “ power 
to call forth the militia to execute the laws of the State, to 
suppress insurrections and repel invasions.” How can he en- 
force the laws of the State, if resisted, or repress insurrections, 
or repel invasions, without an arganized-foree? . By.the mil- 
tary code, the exempts, few in number and scattered over the 
entire State, are absolutely relieved of all military duty ." ex- 
cept in cases of imminent danger, insurrection. or invasion.” 
The Goxernor has no power to command even these persons 
for the. purpose of enforcing the laws of the State ; and if cit- 
zens who have been discharged from Confederate service are 
adjudged not liable to militia duty, then there 1s-no elass of 
citizens or military force at the command of the Governor for 
this purpose. Butif both these classes are made liable to mi- 
litia duty, their number is wholly inadequate to the necessi- 
tres of the State, Besides a want of men in the ranks, there | 
Is a8 great a want of efficient officers to command the: men. 
The General Assembly, at its last session, by joint resolution, 
declared the officers of the militia liable to’ enrollment as con- 
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scripts. if within the conectipt age and not otherwise exempt 
ed. The withdrawal of these officers for service in the Cor- 
feskcrake atay has occasioned so many vacancies, that it has 
been found impossible, 5n many instances. to secure the exert- 
tion of the simplest militare order, or to even extend it to the 
prober person, In view, therefore, of the utter inefictency of 
the militia, and the absdlaie necessity for its immediate reor- 
camization, adt only for thé protection of the State against im 
iernal violence and disterbance. but against the threatened in- 
satione abd depredations of an unserapelous and savage foe, I 
invoke the wisdom «nd unfaltering patriotiem of the Genera! 
Assembiy to combine the remaining military power of the 
Stare, mi devote it to the creat and paramount object of the 
publie defense. 
^ Fhe acareration which embriced in the militia those be- 
tween the ages oY eighteen and forty-five rears, was adopted 
"or convenierce of classifieation, and because such a clacaifica- 
tos war deemed fully adequate to all the probable demand: 
of the State. But the obligation to render military service is 
ss bindinr rben tke citizen who claims the proiection of the 
State, as is the olligation to contribute of hia meaas for its de- 
"ense. Tae State hos a richt to command both. All that the 
cmizen can ask, in any event. is. that the burden shall be dis- 
tributed upon a basis of equality and :uetice.

The limitation in the code which embraces citizens of tho: 
State only, should be removed, and every resident of the State: 
who is protected by its laws in his business pursstits and pror. 
perty, should be likewise enrolled for the defense of the Mate. 
- Tt is my duty to call the attention ‘of the General Assembly. 
to the offense of straggling and desertion from the army. 
While their gallant comrades are confronting the enemy. and. 
standing as a wall of defiance against his farther advances 
there are those whose love of ease, or weak resolution, or infi- 
delity to the canse, bas induced: them to shrink back, and hide 
away, inorder to avoid the service which they owe to their 
country. These men should be taught, by public opinion and 
solezan legislative declaration, the heinousness of their offense, 
and the severe condemnation which such conduct deserves. 
The President of the Confederate States has recently pro- 
claimed a full and, free -pardon tọ all such sbsentees.from the 
army, on condition of 4 speedy return to their posts ; and it 
will be well if the General Assembly add their potential sanc- 
tion and influence do secure a ready and universal compliance 
with this humane offer by the Commanderin-Chief.

The paiuful duty is devolved upon me to announce the wir 
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timely decoaxe of the Hon. William L. Yancey, late a Senator 
from the State of Alabama, in the Congress of the Confeder- 
ate States. This distinguished orator and statesman was for 
many years identified with every important though fruitless 
effort to check the aggressions of the United States govern- 
mast upon the reserved rights of the States; and he was a 
leading mêmber of the State Convention which, in the exer- 
cise of ita sovereign power, withdrew the State of Alabama 
from the old Union. He has béen cut down in the fall strength 
of his great intellect, and his proud spirit has departed before 
his eyes were permitted to behold the final success and grand- 
our of that new Confederacy which he so'ardently desired to 
see, and for which he had struggled with masterly energy and 
idolairous devotion. The vacancy in the State representation 
in the Confederate Senate. occasioned bv his death. remains to 
be filled by the General Assembly. 

The present condition of the State presents a subject of mo- 
meníioux concern, and all the wisdom, energy and patriotic zeal 
of the General Assembly, «re invoked to secure its protection 
against the horrors and desolations of war, with which it is 
now most seriously threatened. Since the last session, much 
has been accomplished by the construction of fortifications and 
other defensive works, but much vet remains to be done, and 
no means at command should be withheld or neglected, which 
time and opportunity offer, to ensure successful resulta. It has 
not only been my duty, but my earnest desire, to co-operate 
with the Confederate authorites in every purpose and under- 
taking locking to this end, and whether mén or material re- 
soerces have been called for, in aid of the common cause, Als- 
bame haz ever cheerfully and promptly responded to the utter- 
moat of every demand which has been made upon her: and I 
trust and believe that her patriotic people will not fail thus to 
respond, so long as our uenatural foe shall persevere in his ur- 
holy crusade for the overthrow and ruin of these Confederate 
States. In the vicissitudes of war, disasters have befallen our 
armies, and the enemy, flashed with recent successes, is active- 
ly preparing and confidently boasting his purpose and ability 
to achieve other and greater triumphs. Alabama will be in- 
vaded, and,in all probability, before many weeks the guns of 
the enemy will be heard upon her borders, and her people be 
summoned for the defense of their own sacred homes. Instead 
of alarm and trepidation, or of falee security and infidelity to 
their country, let them nerve their resolution for an undying 
reaistance against that abolition despotism which has decreed 
the emancipation of alaves, the confiiscation of lands, and the 
subjogation of the free inhabitants of these sovereign States 
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and their heirs forever.. God in. His just providonce will not 
permit such an awful calamity to come upon us, if. in His fear, 
and humbly invoking His divine favor, we gather the resources - 
He‘has placed at our command, and unreservedly consecrate
